Berth Hire Fees

Registered Ton, subject to a minimum of Rs. 500/- (Rupees five hundred) per day 
or part thereof. 

(2) Coasting vessels shall be charged berth hire fees at three/fourths of the 
rate applicable to foreign' going vessels but subject to a minimum of Rs, 350/- per 
day or part thereof.

Note.— (X) The fees levied under this scale shall Include the services ol the 
Pilots and the services ol launches with the crew, and exclude the 
services of the Tugs engaged In the Mooring or Unmooring operation 
of the vessel. 

(2) “Registered Ton’’ referred to under columns (3) and (4) relating to 

“Charges payable” in the schedule above is the Net Registered

Note.—( 1 ) The above charges shall be levied for services during the above 
specified hours for moorlng/unmoorlng of vessel and also for shifting 
of vessels from one berth to another or in the same berth. 

(2) The above charges are In addition to the charges leviable for ‘Pilotage’, 

‘shifting charges’, ‘mooring or unmooring charges'. 

(3) The charges shall be levied in cases of navigation commenced duping 

the hours of darkness (that Is to say, between 18.00 hours and 00.00 
hours). For this purpose, the time of boarding the vessel by the Pilot 
shall be deemed as the commencement of navigation. 

5. Detention fee.—A fee of Rs. 300/- In respect of Coasting vessel and Rs. 450/- 
in respect of Foreign Vessel shall be levied for first hour or part of an hour that 
a pilot is kept waiting on board any vessel at the Port of New Tutlcorin beyond 
30 minutes after boarding such vessel. Detention fee for every subsequent hour 
or part thereof shall be levied at the rate of Rs. 100/- in tespect of coasting 
vessel and Rs. 160/- In respect of Foreign vessel. 

6 . Cancellation fee. —A fee of Hs. 450/- in respect of Foreign vessel and Rs. 300/- 
In respect of Coasting vessel shall be levied when the services of pilots are re¬ 
quisitioned for pilotage but not utilised after the pilot boarding a vessel, 

Note.— ( 1 ) The above charges are not leviable In cases of (a) Cancellations 
received sufficiently in time before the Pilots boarding the vessels, 
and (b) cancellations caused under exceptional circumstances for 
reasons that could not be attributed to the vessels’ fault. 

( 2 ) The charges as above shall beTevied not only in case's of cancellations 
of requisitions for outward pilotage of vessels but also for the can¬ 
cellations of requisitions for shifting of berths of vessels and re- 
mooring or for turning a vessel around In her berth or for remooring 
a vessel In the same berth due to position of heavy Efts. 
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7. Fees f«r on carriage of pilot.—an outward bound vessel carries away a 
Pilot outside the port limits due to bad weather compensation at the rate of 
Rs. .‘50.00 per hour shall be payable by the Master of the vessel till the pilot reports 
back for duty at the Port, In addition, the boarding and loading expenses of thff 
pilot on board the ships and the cost of sending him back to the Port shall also 
be payable by the Master of the vessel. 

8 . Fees for Shifting and Mooring or remooring of vessels. —Fees at the following

Charges for night and holiday work 


1. Applications for work during the second and third shift and on Sundays 

and Port's holidays should reach the Traffic Manager in writing not 
later than 12.00 Noon on week days and 11.00 A.M. on Saturdays. 

2. The application should give in detail the name of the vessel, the period, 

nature of cargo and the nature of work and the berth where the work 
is to be done. Applications received after the periods specified shall 
not ordinarily be considered. 

The applications should be in the prescribed form, 

3. The minimum period for which night and holiday work shall be applied 

for and charges levied shall be half of a shiit, 

4. The fees detailed in the Table below shall be leviable for landing, ship¬ 

ment or both or any other handling of cargo, done by a vessel at all 
berths or moorings or points, whether with Port’s or outside labour. 

6 . Night work In respect of a ship shall commence from the second shift, 
that is to say 02.00 p.m. and for delivery of cargo and for entry of 
exports from 06.00 p.m. 

6 . Permission for holiday work on Port’s holidays shall be restricted to any 
vessel which the Trafflc Manager consider “emergent”. 


7. Night and holiday work as per the Table below shall be charged for 
admittance of cargoes for shipment to a vessel that has not applied 
for work and for work not connected with any vessel after 06,00 p.m, 
and for delivery of cargo landed from a vessel that has not applied 
for work after 6.00 p.m.

If steamer Agent works for import or export cnisu of a vessel and if a 
shipper or consignee also work for the same v .7ssel, no charge shall be 
made against the shipper or consignee if the Steamer Agents have 
applied for night and holiday work for shipment or landing. 


No landing and shipment work shall be permitted during recess hours. 
However, this shall not apply to tankers dischareing bulk oil to In. 
staUntlons and shipment of bulk oil from installations to vessels 
vessels bunkering fuel oil or to vessels discharging or loading liquid 
cargo by pumping in bulk. 

No reduction in the night and holiday charges laid down in the Table 
shall be allowed due to any recess period that the Port may fix from 
time to time.

If cancelling orders are not received in writing 
for each application, night and holiday charges for the full period

G.S.R. 549(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 35 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order, namely;—■ 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the New 
Mangalore Port Pilotage and other Attendant Services (Fees) Order, 1975. 

(2) It shall come into force atonce. 

2 Fees for Pilotage and other Attendant Services.—Fees for pilotage and 
other attendant services in the Port of New Mangalore shall be as specified in 
the Schedule appended to this order.

‘steamer’ means any vessel other than a ship. 

2. In respect of Sailing vessels fitted with anxilliary engines entering the Port of 
New Mingalorej pilotage fees shall be charged at the rate applicable to ships. 

3. The vessel for whose convenience adjacent berth or berths is or are kept vacant 
due to the nature of cargo to be handled at that particular berth or for any other 
reason shall be charged additional pilotage fees for each of the berth so kept 
vacant at the rate applicable to the particular vessel. 


II. DETENTION CHARGES OF STEAMERS 

(i) For cancellation of a requisition for the 500-00 Per vessel 
services of a Pilot with less than two 
hours notice to the Deputy Conservator 

(it) For detention of a pilot by a steamer for 
more than thirty minutes beyond the time 
for which the requisition was made 

For the first hour or part thereof 300-00 Per vessel 

For every subsequent hour or part thereof 100-00 Per vessel 


Notes.— 1 . In cases where a pilot boards a steamer but has to return on being 
Informed that his services are not required "cancellation charges” 
specified in sub-item (i) above shall be levied. 

2. If a pilot is made to w«it for more than 30 minutes after boarding 
the steamer and Is being informed that his services are not required 
‘detention charges’ specified In sub-item (ii) above shall be levied 
in addition to cancellation. Charges of tugs, if any, specified for the 
hire of Port’s tugs. 

Provided that the Deputy Conservator may at his discretion, -waive the whols 
or part of the detention or cancellation charges or tug hire so incur¬ 
red, If the detention or canceUation was due to clrcumstahces beyond 
the control of the Master of the steamer and if the Pilot certifies to 
that effect in writing. 

III. SURCHARGE 

A surcharge of 57.5 per cent on the rates specified above shall be payable In 
addition by vessels, not being home trade vessels, employed in trading 
between any Port or place in India and any other Port or place outside 
India or between Ports or places outside India.
